He was made vice-president of the 
Raymorfd Opera House when it was 
built in 1909 and in 1912 he became 
manager until 1921. Mr. King was also 
president of the board of trade three 
times and an active member of the 
town council in those early days, In 
June, 1912, when the Raymond ward 
was divided he was chosen Ist coun- 
cillor to bishop J. W. Evans, 

King Brothers, L.D. and T.O., built 
the second mercantile establishment 
in Raymond in 1902 and continued in 
that business until 1921, In 1918 they 
went in the garage business and have 
continued in that line to the present 
time, 

Mr. King was manager of he Ray- 
mond Athletic Association in 1922. He 
was also manager of the Raymond 
Stampede for a number of years, He 
was Post Master from 1912 to 1948. 

In 1946 he was presented with a 
Longenes wrist watch for 25 years
